We gre assured that some
immense iron girders nearly twelve inches deep
were snapped off like a pipe stem, thirteen of her
frames were broken, and knees and Liaces of the
heaviest timber were torn from their places. The
strain upon the ship must have heen of immense
force, and nothing but the superior build and
structure of the vessel saved her from being
kunocked to pieces. All of Lier hoats, nnd in fact
i m'c-lr}'thiu;: of o fragile nature, were rendered
useless,

dreadful loss of life and suffering attending it.—
Of the numWber killed and missing it is impossible
to give a correct cstimate, but from the present
data the number may safely be pnt down at fifty,
and is, we fear, more likely to prove over this
number than under it. Of the 41 men comprising
the ecrew of the Ewropean, 9 have been killed and
12 are missing. Two clerks engaged on the wharf
were both instantly killed, and of 13 native Jamai-
cians employed on the wharf, and in the freight
Louse, none are supposed to have been saved ; be-
sides it is believed a small gang of native laborers
who had gone on board the unfortunate steamer
have met the fate of the others. It will be several
day before a correct cstimate can be made of the
Ioss. Many Dbodies no doubt were thrown into
the water and picked up by sharks, whilst others
are still buried beneath the ruins of the freight
house and wharf, or went down with the ill-fated
ship. The scene in Aspinwall after the first ex-
plosion cannot be described—it was harrowing in
the extreme. Whilst the ruins gave an air of
desolation to the place the mangled and lacerated
bodies or picces of bodies to be met within every
direction for a great distance around the ruin of
the disaster were heart rendering, and the suffer-
ing of the poor mortals erushed and bruished, in

{which, being the lighter liguid, remained at
[the top. A slow mateh, with a well charged
[perenssion ecap at  one end. is  then
introduced iuto the nitro glyeerine. The mine
may then be sprung by lighting the mateh, there
being no need of tamping. On the 7th June last,
threc experiments were made with this new com-
pound in the open part of the tin mines of Alten-
berg, in Saxony. In one of these a chamber of
thirtv-four millemetres in diamater was made per-
pendicularly in a dolomitie rock, sixty feet in
length, and at o distance of fourteen feet from its
extremity. which was wvertical. At a depth of
cight feet a vault filled with elay was found, in
consequence of whieh the bottom of the hole was
tamped, having a depth of seven feet.  One litre
and a hatf of nitro glycerine was then poured in:
it cecupied five feet ; a mateh and a stopper were
then appiied, as stated, and the mine sprung. The
offcet was so enormons as to make a fissnre fifty
feet in length, and another twenty feet.

The three evidences given us within so short a
time of the dangerous character of this substance
will, doubtless, lead to the enactment of a law pre-
venting its transportation by water routes, where
an explosion perils the safety of every one on
bourd the vessel containing nitro-glycerine as a
part of iis cargo.

B APPALLING DISASTER AT ASPINWALL,

Frightful Sacrifice of Life and Property=--Explo-
<~ien of Scventy Cases of Nitro=Glycerince,

v the arrival of the steamship Arizona, ficm
Aspinwall, at Yew York on Friday, we have addi-
tional particulars of the appalling disaster at the
{ortacr place on the morning of the 3rd imst.,
| whiereby the steamship European was totally lost,
| €0 lives lost, and $1,000,000 in property destroyed.
All caused by the explosion of nitro-glycerine, The
' 1ansma papers furnish the following aceount:
| The European arrived at Aspinwull on the morn-
i of the 2a instant, and on the afternoon of the
| sine day came alongside the Railroad Company’s
whar , generally used by this line, and commenced
discharging her cargo. Nearly, if not all the local
freight had been delivered, when about 7 o’clock
on the morning of the 3rd, a terrific explosion
ocenrred on board, which tore away the upper
parts of the ship and blew several large plates off
thoe side.  The wharf at which the vessel was un-
loading, and which was some 400 feet long, was
literally torn to pieces. The superstructure was
completely demolished to within a hundred feet
of the freight house, and hardly a plank remained
in the entire length of the structure, that was not
wrenched from its fastenings. Immediately in
front of where the vessel lay a gap was cut through
the wharf, piles, planking, ete., all disappearing.

The ship and wharf both caught fire, and the

lutter was saved from entirve destruction by the ex-
erlions of several eitizen, who got the fire engine
to work, and after a few hours extinguished the
fames, regardless of the risk they incurred from
another explosion of the burning ship. The I
2. 1t. Co.’s splendid freight house is left a pile of
ruins. The foree of vir caused by the concussion
<cems to have raised the roof, which was consruct-
od of iron and slate, upwards a few feet, its own
weight bringing it down with immeuse force mto
the huilding, and ecarrying with it both the end
walls, leaving the honse, excepting the side walls,
which appear but little, if at all injured, a mass
of ruing., It would be difficult to imagine a more
comnlete wreek than that presented by the freight
lionse aud wharf. ]

Searcely a building in the place escaped without
miore or less damage, those of a substantial nature
suffering most: nearly all the brick and stone
Luildings were badly injured, but the freight
house is the only one we have heard of being ren-
Jdered uninhabitable. Hardly a whole window of
| gluss remains in the city, and the destruction of
| elussware, erockery and such like is really wou-
tdorful.  Although many vessels were lying in close
prosimity to the European at the time of the dis-
aster, none excepting the Caribbean, of the same
line, sustained any serious damage. The last
‘named vessel was moored at the opposite side of

tl.e wharf from the Eunropean, and received very
‘serious injury. Her hull externally appears un-
'tonched, but the effect of the concussion inter-

~ The amount of dumage caused by the explosion
18 roughly estimated at 81,000,000, which is alout
the lowest fioure at which it ean be placed.

Rules for the Redemption of Mutilated Curreney.

For the benetit of all who may have on their
hands worn or mutilated notes of the United States
currency, we give in brief the rules regulating the
redemption of the same.

Mutilated notes and fragments will be redeemed
only at the Treasury of the United States at Wash-
ington. They shoald be forwarded to the ““Treas-
nrer of the United States, Washington, D. C.,”
with the nime of the owner, the names of his or
her jpwosioffice and State, and the nominal value of
the amount remitted plainly written. A draft on
the Assistant Treasurer at New York for the
amount allowed, returned by mail to the address
of the person remitting is the customary method
of payment.

Notes presented for redemption, of which the
abrasion or loss of substance from the eorners or
cedges does not exceed one-twentieth of their ori-
ginal proportions, will be redeemed as entire
notes.  ragments of notes will not be redeemed
in full, except when proof is addueed by affidavit
that the missing purts of such notes have been 7o-
(ally destroyed.  The character of the affiant must
be certified to be good by a magistrate or other
publie oflicer. In the absence of such afiidavit,
payments of notes exceeding by measurement
more than onc-half their original surface will be
redeemed in their proportion to the whole note,
reckoning, as a general rule, by twentieths.

Mutilated notes which have been torn, no mat-
ter how much, but of which all the fragments are
returned—or defaced, no matter how badly, but
are certainly genuine—will be redeemed at their
full value on presentation. Fragments of notes
for which less than the full value has been paid,
will be retained six months, to enable owners to re-
turn to the Treasury missing parts of such notes,
and receive the amount previously withheld.

The above rules are applicable to legal tender
demand notes and interest bearing notes. Muti-
lated fractional curreney will be redeemed at the
Treasury at Washington, under the following reg-
ulations:

Fragments of 2 note will not be redeemed un-
less it shall be clearly evident that they constitute
one-half or more of one original note ; in which
case a note, however mutilated, will he redeemed
in proportion to the whole note, reckoning by
tifths, except three cent notes, which will be reck-
oned by thirds. DMutilations less than one-tenth
will be disregarded, unless fraudulent ; but any
mutilation which destroys more than one-tenth the
original note, will reduce the redemption value of
the note by one-fifth its face value ; or if a three
cent note, by one-third its value. Fragments of
a three cent note will not be redeemed unless they
constitute fully twe-thirds of the note in its ori-
ginal form. Mutilated notes presented for redemp-
tion must not be in sums less than three dollars of
their original value.
